“Cash farm income from cotton 
in Texas is destined to register a 
near record high for the 1947-1948 
cotton year,” according to Dr. A B 
Cox in a release to The Herald this 
week from the Texas Bureau of Bus 
iness Research. 
Dr. Cox. professor of cotton mar­ 
keting at the University of Texas 
Business Adminsistratiom «and an 
outstanding authority on cotton, 
analyzed government estimates of 
which show that the present crop 
of cotton and cottonseed will bring 
to farmers. 
Texas about $631,000- 
000 in cash. The only other time 
this was ever exceeded was for the 
crop of 1923 when Texas produced 
4.340.000 bales of cotton. 
This 1947-1948 income is produced 
on a crop estimated 
at 
3,360,000 
bales, while the 1923 crop totaled 
4.340.000 bales. 
The August I carryover for the 
entire nation, how'ever, shrank to 
only 2,521,000 bales, one of the 
smallest carryover figures an record 
and the lowest registered since the 
1920’s. 
The United States crop is 
set f°r 11,694,000 bales according to 
• December I government estimates, 
with the December I balance placed 
at 11.125,000 bales. 
“Cash farm income figures on 
Texas 1947-1948 crop label cotton 
as Texas’ most valuable crop,” Dr. 
Cox said, “although cotton is a crop 
subject to great improvement, es­ 
pecially in terms of yield per acre, 
improvement in qualities of fibers 
and in the lowering costs of pro­ 
duction. 
“Cotton and cottonseed are two 
of the world’s greatest industrial 
raw meaterials. There are likewise 
great opportunities in Texas to in­ 
crease income from these products 
by a more extensively use of them 
as raw materials for new industries 
in Texas,” Dr. Cox concluded the 
report.

Market Shows Decline in Some Farm 
Commodities; Others Remain Steady 


Deadline for reinstating National 
Service life insurance under liberal 
regulations now in effect has been 
extended through next July, the 
Veterans Administration said this 
week in a release to The Herald. 
Hamlin area veterans can rein­ 
state on this liberal basis providing J 
their health is as good now as it 
was at the time their insurance 
lapsed, and pay two monthly prem­ 
iums to restore tlieir insurance pro­ 
tection. 
One premium is for the 
month of lapse and the other is 
for the month of reinstatement. 
After next July, veterans will have 
ta take physical examinations be­ 
fore their policies can be reinstated. 
Many of them may not be insur­ 
able, VA said. 
Robert W. Sisson, West Texas 
Veterans 
Administration 
regional 
manager, said the extension prob­ 
ably will accelerate the trend of 
reinstatements 
which 
have 
been 
mounting in this area all year. 
Since last February he reported 
more than 7,000 West Texas World 
War II veterans have reinstated 
policies worth more than $45,000,000 
Sisson urged all ex-GIs to take 
advantage of the liberal terms of­ 
fered in reinstating their National 
Service life insurance.

There is no 
question about the grain price hold, 
ing its own this year, end with fa­ 
vorable season in the ground, the 
industrious turner who vill wTork 
his available acreage should bank 
more money per *cre In 1948 than 
h any other year in the history cf 
Vest Texas.” 
Bandeen pointed out that live­ 
stock prices are at least 25 per cent 
higher at the start of this year 
and that prices probably will be 
maintained at a level not too far 
below current prices. He also point­ 
ed out that the feeding element is 
much better in hand now than in 
previous years, with ample proteins 
available. 
•While the oil price increase has 
been helpful, oil has not yet attain­ 
ed its full parity in price,* Bandeen 
said.
